AN  ACT 

Respecting  Alien  Enemies. 

RE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  Stales  of  Ameri - 
ca  in  Congress  assembled.  That  whenever  there 
shall  be  a declared  war  between  the  United 
States  and  any  foreign  nation  or  government,  or 
any  invasion  or  predatory  incursion  shall  he 
perpetrated,  attempted  or  threatened  against 
the  territory  of  the  United  States  by  any  for- 
eign nation  or  government,  and  the  President 
of  the  United  States  shall  make  public  procla- 
mation of  the  event,  all  natives,  citizens,  deni- 
zens, or  subjects  to  the  hostile  nation  or  gov 
eminent,  being  males  of  the  age  of  fourteen 
years  and  upwards,  who  shall  be  within  the 
United  States,  and  not  actually  naturalized, 
shall  be  liable  to  be  apprehended,  restrained, 
secured  and  removed,  as  alien  enemies.  And 
the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be,  anil 
he  is  hereby  authorised  in  any  event,  as  afore- 
said, by  his  proclamation  thereof,  or  oilier  pub- 
lic act,  to  direct  the  conduct  to  be  observed, 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  towards  the 
aliens  who  shall  become  liable,  as  aforera'd  1 


and  issued  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provi- 
ded. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
said  Treasury  notes  shall  be  reimbursed  by 
the  U.  States  at  such  places,  respectively,  as 
may  be  expressed  on  the  face  of  the  said  notes, 
one  year,  respectively,  after  the  day  on  which 
the  same  shall  have  been  issued  1 from  which 
day  of  issue  they  shall  bear  interest,  at  the 
rate  of  five  and  two-fifths  per  centum  a year, 
payable  to  the  owner  and  owners  of  such  notes, 
at  the  Treasury  or  by  the  proper  commission 
er  of  loans,  at  the  places  and  times  respective 
ly  designated  on  the  face  of  said  notes  for  the 
payment  of  principal. 

Sec.  3.  And  bo  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
said  Treasury  Notes  shall  be  respectively  sign- 
ed, in  behalf  of  the  U.  States,  by  persons  to  be 
appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  : two  of  which  persons  shall 
sign  each  note,  and  shall  each  receive,  a.4  a 
compensation  for  that  service,  at  the  rate  of 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  every  hun- 
dred notes  thus  signed  by  them  respectively  ; 
and  the  said  notes  shall  likewise  be  counter- 
signed by  the  commissioner  of  loans  for  that 
slate  where  the  notes  may  respectively  be  made 
payable.

That  if 
anv  person  shall  falsely  make,  forge  or  cour 
terfeit,  or  cause  or  procure  to  lie  falsely  made, 
forged . or  r.ounterfoi ted,  or  willingly  aid  r.r  as- 
sist in  falsely  making,  forging  or  counterfeit- 
ing any  note  in  imitation  of  or  purporting  to  be 
a treasury  note  aforesaid  ; or  shall  falselv 
alter,  or  cause  or  procure  to  he  falsely  altered, 
or  willing ing  aid  or  assist  in  falsely  altering  a- 
ny  treasury  note  issued  as  aforesaid  ; or  shall 
pass,  utter  or  publish,  or  attempt  to  pass,  ut- 
ter or  publish  as  true,  any  false,  forged  or 
counterfeited  note,  purporting  to  he  a treasu- 
ry note  as  aforesaid,  knowing  the  9ame  to  be 
falsely,  forged  or  counterfeited)  or  shall  pass, 
utter  or  publish,  or  attempt  to  pass,  utter  or 
publish  as  true,  any  falsely  altered  treasury 
note  issued  as  aforesaid,  knowing  tbe  seme  to 
be  falselv  altered;  every  such  person  shall  be 
deemed  & adjudged  guilty  of  felony,  and  being 
thereof  convicted  by  due  course  of  law,  shall 
be  sentenced  to  be  imprisoned  and  kept  to  hard 
labor  for  a period  not  less  than  three  years,  nor 
more  than  ten  years,  and  be  fined  in  a sum  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars.

Sir — The  history  of  your  life  is  in  the 
mouths  of  men,  anti  is  recorded  in  the  annals 
of  your  country.  Intimate  is  the  relation  you 
l.uve  borne  to  her,  and  interesting  the  part  you 
have  acted  in  her  great  political  drama.  Your 
fortune  has  been  materially  different  from  that 
of  the  impotent  and  insignificant  many,  who 
are  fated  to  pass  over  the  stage  unobserved, 
unregarded  and  neglettcd.  Few  personages 
in  this  country  have  inspired  a deeperlnterest, 
or  attracted  a more  universal  regard  than  5 our 
self.  Your  political  career,  has  been  an  object 
of  unabstracted  and  unceasing  solicitude  to 
your  countrymen.  Influenced  by  a belief  of 
vour  superior  intellectual  endowments,  they 
auspiciated  its  commencement  with  their  most 
exalted  hopes  and  expectations ; inspired  with 
an  unbounded  confidence  in  your  integrity  and 
patriotism,  their  praises  and  acclamations  ac- 
companied you  for  a season  ; but  their  confi- 
dence and  admiration  no  longer  pursue  you, 
and  you  are  likely  soon  to  terminate  it  with 
their  maledictions  and  detestation.  Whence 
results  this  fatal  reverse  of  fortune  ? From  the 
malice  of  rivals,  the  perfidy  of  political  friends, 
or  the  inconstancy  of  the  people  ? Are  you  the 
innocent  victim  of  a factious  tribunitian  pow- 
er, or  an  honoured  sacrifice  to  the  jealous  os- 
tracism ? The  deluded  partiality  of  your 
friends,  and  the  obsequious  flattery  of  your  para- 
sites, have  led  them  to  attribute  your  down- 
fal  to  these  and  various  other  causes  equally 
vain  and  unreal,  and  your  fate,  not  a little  un- 
appositely,  has  been  compared  with  that  of 
Cicero,  the  friend  of  his  country’s  rights  and 
the  victim  of  lawless  power;  and  lhatof  Aris- 
tide*, “ to  whom  the  unflattering  voice  of  free- 
dom, gave  the  noblest  name  of  Just”  But 
these  are  the  visionary  phantoms  of  deluded 
sensibility,  and  the  guilty  pretexts  of  delibe- 
rate misrepresentation.  A candid  and  dispas- 
sionate enquirer,  discovers  the  rfcal  and  efficient 
causes  in  your  character  and  conduct,  and  finds 
your  condemnation,  in  the  deliberate  and  un- 
biassed decision  of  your  country.  This,  sir, 
is  an  inquest  which  cannot  be  despised — this 
is  a verdict  which  precludes  an  appeal. 

The  popularity which  you  once  enjoyed,  was 
founded  in  a basis  not  less  honourable  than 
solid.  It  was  not  the  ephemeral  applause  of  a 
giddy  rabble,  which  flourishes  to  day,  and  re- 
signs its  short-liv’d  existence  on  to-morrow — 
but  the  invaluable  esteem  of  a free  and  enligh- 
tened people,  attesting  their  gratitude  far  your 
past  services,  and  evincing  their  reliance  on 
your  future  exertions.  The  decided  support 
which  you  gave  to  the  able  administration  of 
Mr.  Jefferson,  and  the  resolute  defence  which 
you  made  against  the  sacrilegious  invasions  of 
desperate  faction,  and  the  more  alarming  en- 
croachments of  the  lawless  despots  of  Eu- 
rope,  placed  you  high  in  the  esteem  of  the 
good  and  the  wise,  and  made  you  the  admired 
favorite  of  the  people.  The  praises  of  the 
republican  party,  bore  a generous  and  unflat- 
tering testimony  to  your  merit,  and  the  ran- 
corous abuse  of  the  more  violent  of  your  po- 
litical opponents,  and  of  the  minions  of  Bri- 
tain, gave  increased  splendour  to  your  fame — 
for  the  abuse  of  bad  men  is  the  highest  praise. 
This  was  a proud  elevation  of  glory.  To  what 
greater  height  could  the  most  emulous  soul  as- 
pire 1 What  can  be  more  honourable,  or  what 
can  be  more  grateful  to  a virtuous  mind,  than 
the  impartial  praise  of  an  enlightened  people, 
and  the  esteem  of  the  virtuous,  coiisentiens  Ians 
bonorum,  vox  populi  bene  judicantium.  This  is 
the  glorious  meed,  which  has  in  all  ages  and 
nations,  stimulated  large-soul’d  men  to  strug- 
gle in  the  cause  of  their  country.  It  is  this, 
which  encouraging  man  “ to  scorn  delights 
and  live  laborious  days,”  has  given  birth  to 
the  arts  and  sciences,  inspirited  enquiry  and 
winged  philosophic  research.  It  is  this,  which 
nerves  the  arm,  and  steels  tlue  heart  of  the  pa- 
triot, and  hurries  him  regardless  of  death 
along  tile  rough  edge  of  battle  ; w hich  makes 
dangers  look  small,  converts  mountains  into 
molehills,  difficulties  into  incentives.  It  is 
indeed  a noble  prize,  w hich  cannot  be  pursued 
with  too  great  ardour  and  assiduity — which 
cannot  be  preserved  with  too  great  watchful- 
ness and  attention.  Rich  is  the  man  who  pos- 
sesses it,  poor  is  lie  who  has  it  not,  hut  wretch 
ed,  doubly  wretched,  is  be  who  has  tost  it.  In 
a moment  of  luckless  desperation,  when  your 
judg-ment  was  low  and  your  passions  high, 
you  “ cast  this  pearl  away  as  if  it  were  a care- 
less trifle.”  Miserable  man  ! How  sudden  was 
your  transition  from  virtue  to  vice,  from  the 
praises  of  your  country  to  he  curses,  from  her 
confidence  to  her  distrust.  You  are  a dreadful 
and  warning  example  ot  human  frailty  and  in- 
firmity. No  longer  is  your  name  mentioned 
with  the  voice  of  praise  ; no  longer  is  it  pro. 
nounced  at  our  popular  festivals.  It  stands 
erased  from  the  records  of  glory,  stigmatized 
with  center  ^ proverbial  of  treachery,  em- 
blematic of  "shonour.  Once  honoured,  but 
now  despised ; once  formidable  but  now  fal- 
len— .lien  almost  beneath  contempt ; it  graces 
the  humble  register  of  folly,  and  is  only  heard 
in  scoff's  and  reproaches.  You  are  now'  no  lon- 
ger the  favorite  of  the  people,  the  confident  of 
the  administration,  nor  the  leader  of  Congress. 
Your  popularity  is  forfeited,  your  confidence 
lost,  your  influence  gone  for  ever.  This  is  tru- 
ly a lamentable  reverse  of  fortune  ; and  was 
not  pity  exclusively  due  to  those  who  still  have 
some  remains  o1'  virtue,  it  would  awaken  the 
compassion  oven  of  those  who  despise  you. 

1 he  inconstancy  of  the  people,  has  ever  ficen 
the  subject  of  gloomy  complaint  and  splendid 
declamation,  with  the  open  and  insidious  ene- 
mies of  democratic  governments.  In  their 
artful  attacks  on  republican  institutions,  they 
have  called  forth  every  fancy-bom  hon  our  of 
the  mind,  and  every  gloomy  picture  of  a dis- 
tempered imagination,  to  darken  and  over 
shadow  the  popular  character.  The  people 
have  been  pourtrayed  as  a hydra-headed  mou- 
stc  , incapable  oi  a constant  attachment  even 
to  the  most  exalted  merit — subject  everv  mo- 
ment to  the  rude  influence  of  the  worst  pas- 
sions, which  often  impel  them  into  the  most 
conflicting  extremes,  to  sublimate  vice  and 
depress  virtue,  to  honour  infamy  and  disgrace 
merit.  These  arc  arguments  well  worth;  of 
the  friends  of  despotism  and  the  foes  of  hit 
man  emancipation — arguments  to  which  men 
in  your  situation  are  ever  ready  to  resort,  as  a 
shield  against  the  contempt  of  virtue  and  the 
indignation  of  mankind.

dence— St  when  they  discover  a rr  an  worthy  of 
their  affections,  they. bestow  them  without  any 
view  to  self  interest  & continue  them  with  vir- 
tuous and  steady  constancy.  Cardinal  de  Betz, 
than  whom  no  mail  ever  saw  more,  or  was  bet- 
ter able  to  judge  of  the  world,  observes  in  his 
Memoirs,  that  “ credit  amongst  the  people, 
when  it  has  been  long  nursed  np  and  cultiva- 
ted, in  via-  fails  if  once  it  has  taken  anv  root, 
to  stifle  every  petty  opposition  and  prejudice, 
and  even  serves  to  cover  a multitude  of  petty 
sins.”  Such  is  the  opinion  of  a great  man  and 
i great  politician,  and  I am  induced  to  believe, 
that,  you  yourself  have  been  an  evidence  of  its 
correctness.

REGULATIONS. 

Established  by  the  governor  of  Canada*, 
re  specting  American  subjects  now  in, 
the  province  of  Lower  Canada, 
liiisi.  i hat  all  American  subjects 
who  shall  refuse  to  take  the  oath  of  alle- 
giance, and  also  refuse  to  take  u]>  arms, 

must  leave  the  country  ; unless  they  ob- 
tain the  permission  of  his  excellency  the 
governor,  to  remain  for  a limited  time, 
lor  the  purpose  of  settling  their  affairs 
Secondly.  That  American  subjects, 
having  visible  property  ar.d  of  goockhar- 
acter,  and  who  will  take  the  oath  of  alle- 
giance (with  the  exception  of  not  being 
ouliged  to  bear  arms  against  the  United 
States  of  America)  be  allowed  to  remain 
without  being  compelled  to  bear  arms  a- 
gair.st  the  said  United  States;  but  sub- 
let to  leave  the  province  whenever  the 
government  shall  deem  it  nescessary. 

Thirdly.  That  all  Americans  being 
immediate  grantees  of  the  crown,  he  al- 
lowed to  tetnatn,  but  to  take  the  general 
lathof  allegiance  to  bis  majesty,  and  con- 
sequently must  bear  arms. 

Fourthly.  That  ail  America!)  sub- 


sects  of  good  character  holding  lands 
from  grantees  of  the  crown,  or  from  seig- 
neurs, if  approved  of  by  a committee 
consisting  of  not  less  than  three  members 
■of- his  majesty's  executive  council,  many 
remain  on  taking  the  general  oath  of  al- 
legiance to  his  majesty,  and  consenting 
to  bear  arms  ; but  this  oath  must  be  ta- 
ken at  Quebec,  Montreal,  and  Three  Ri- 
Rivers,  before  the  police  magistrates. 

Fifthly.  Any  American  subjects  of 
good  character  may,  if  approved  bv  a 
committee  of  the  executive  council  as  a- 
foresaid,  be  allowed  to  remain  on  .taking 
the  oath  of  allegiance  and  consenting  to 
hear  arms : the  oatii  to  be  taken  before 
the  police  magistrates  as  aforesaid. 

Sixthly.  'That  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions shall  take  effect  notwithstanding  the 
proclamation  of  the  thirtieth  of  June  last.

Four  Wayne,  July  21st.  1812. 
On  the  14th  inst.  the  celebrated  Miami 
Chief,  the  Little  Turtle,  died  at  this 
place,  at  the  age  of  G5  years.  Perhaps 
there  is  not  left,  on  this  continent,  one  of 
his  colour  so  distinguished  in  council  and 
in  war.  Ilis  disorder  was  the  gout.  He 
died  in  a camp,  because  he  chose  to  be  in 
the  open  air.  He  met  death  with  great 
firmness.  The  Agent  for  Indian  affairs 
had  him  buried  with  the  honors  of  war, 
and  other  marks  of  distinction  suited  to 
his  character. 

.1  letter  from  a gentleman  at  Fort  If  Hr  nr  to  .Mil- 
jvr  Wm.  Muffin,  Jiost  Ah  inter  in  this  town,  flu 
ted  July  27,  contains  the  following  statement 
of  hostile  appearances  among  the  Indians  : — 
“ The  Prophet  and  party,  consisting  of 
70  Kickapoos,  20  Winebagoes,  12  Shaw- 
noes  and  2 Piaukasliaws,  arrived  here  on 
the  12th  inst.  on  a visit  to  see  their  new 
and  good  fater,  as  they  called  him. 

“ The  Prophet  held  out  pacific  dostrine 
to  the  Agent,  disclaiming  every  thing 
like  hostilities  towards  his  white  broth- 
ers ; he  requested  the  Agent  to  pay  no 
attention  to  news  of  a contrary  import,  as 
it  might  interrupt  his  great  and  good  in- 
tentions to  maintain  peace.  Yet,  while 
he  was  lulling  the  agent  into  a belief  of 
the  rectitude  of  his  heart,  two  Indians  ar- 
rived from  Tecumsch  (who  is  at  Malden, 
and  has  espoused  the  cause  of  the  British) 
with  speeches  to  be  circulated  among  the 
Indians,  inviting  them  to  he  united  for 
the  purpose  of  assisting  him  in  behalf  of 
the  British  ; accordingly,  two  other  young 
men,  of  the  Kickapoo  tribe,  were  dis- 
patched from  tins  place  by  the  Prophet 
lor  his  town,  to  further  the  plan  ; in  or- 
der to  laciliiate  the  business,  tlicy  stole 
two  horses  from  capt.  Welts,  the  most 
valuable  in  the  country.  The  two  Indi- 
ans that  came  from  Malden,  stole  a horse 
in  the,  neighborhood  of  the  river  Raisin, 
which  gave  out  a few  iwies  below  this 
place.  Two  days  after  the  Prophet  dis- 
patched those  young  men  to  his  village, 
he  and  fiis  party  left  here,  which  was 
the  22d.”

Mafic-.,  cleared  the 
Capes  of  Delaware,  she  hoarded  under 
B.ptish  colors  the  brig  Tulip,  capt.  Mor.h. 
bound  from  New-York  lor  Lisbon,  hav- 
ing on  board  1400  barrels  old. nr  and 
some  salt  provisions.  Capt.  Maffet  af- 
fected to  be  sailing  under  a British  com- 
mission and  threatened  immediately  to 
send  the  Tulip  into  a British  port.  IT 
kept  the  delusion  so  well,  as  completely 
to  satisfy  the  captain  of  t ie  Tulip  that 
the  A las  was  a lirithh  and  not  aa  Aaer- 
icr.'i  privateer.  Tills  conviction  being 
produced,  capt.  Monk  s-  id  he  would  sa- 
tisfy-capt.  Maffet  that  he  ought  not  to 
molest  or  detain  him.  He  then  informed 
liim  that  he  had  de  fiu.'c/ics from  Mr.  Fos- 
ter, and  produced  a Bri'i.h  License. 
« Tin  se  papers,  ’ said  capt.  Maffet,  “ are 
quite  satisfactory,  and  now  instead  of  sen- 
ding you  into  a British  port  I will  send 
you  imo  the  port  of  Philadelphia.  ’ He 
the  n put  5 men  and  a prize  master  on 
board ; and  the  Tulip  is  now  lying  off 
Walnut  street  wharf. 

Wc  had  heard  of  a contract  made  ta 
New- York  by  Mr.  Foster,  and  also  one 
made  in  Philadelphia,  to  supply  the  Bri- 
nish armies  with  flour.  See.  under  British 
licences  ; and  we  were  in  hopes  that  the 
ingenuity,  enterprise  and  management 
<cf  our  privateersmen. would  discover*the 
traitors  who  were  thus  adhering  to  our  cn- 
rrmrs,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  Capt. 
Maffet  deserves,  and  will  have,  the  thanks, 
of  ms  fellow-citizens  for  the  adroitness 
and  judgment  with  which  he  captured 
the  Tulip. 


Boston  for  your  orders,  having  been  cha- 
sed by  a British  squadron  off  Ncw-York 
and  very  near  been  taken.  The  chase 
continued  three  days  and  nights,  by  a line 
of  battle  ship,  four  frigates  a brig  and  a 
schooner.

kets, ouv  army  iias  taken  886  Merino  Sheep. 

On  the  IGtli  ult.  about  300  men  under  the 
command  ot  Cols.  Cass  and  Mille  r,  were  dt  - 
tached  to  reconnoitre  the  British  who  were 
posted,  300  strong',  at  the  bridge  about  five 
miles  from  Malden  and  12  from  Sandwich. — 
A tier  an*  iv.  ng  near  the  bridge  Co’s  Cass  and 
Miller  detached  Capt.  Bob inson's  company  to 
amuse  the  enemy,  while  they  marched  up  the 
river  about  7 miles  and  crossed  the  ford  for 
the  purpose  of  surprising,  them  and  intercept- 
ing their  retreat  to  Alaldcn.  Hopes  were  en- 
tertained that  the  whole  of  the  British  would 
have  been  taken  ; but  capt.  Uobinson  execu- 
ted his  orders  so  badly,  that  Cols.  Cass  and 
Miller  were  unable  to  gain  their  meditated  po- 
sition before  they  were  discovered  by  the  Brit- 
ish. A slight  sk.ii  in  sh,  however,  took  place, 
but  the  detachment  immediately  charged  on 
the  enemy,  who  retreated  precipitately  to  the 
Fort.  In  this  skirmish  the  British  lost  11  men 
in  killed  and  wounded.  One  of  the  wounded 
men  was  scalped  by  the  Indians,  and  his  scalp 
taken  to  Malden  ; after  which,  an  order  was  is- 
sued by  the  British  to  prevent  the  indiuns  from 
taking  any  scalps  in  future.  After  taking  pos- 
session of  the  ground,  the  enemy  left,  Cols. 
Cass  and  Miller  ordered  capt.  Uobinson  to  oc- 
cupy the  Bridge  and  guard  it  that  night — the 
rest  of  the  detachment  occupied  the  houses  con- 
tiguous-. During  the  night  they  were  reinforced 
.by  the  rest  of  the  4-th  regiment.  The  next 
morning  the  detachment  reconnoitred  the  coun- 
try around,  but  not  finding  any  of  the  enemy 
they  evacuated  the  bridge  and  returned  to  camp, 
y/ithout  sustaining  any  loss. 

lrnmevl utely  after  the  detachment  evacuated 
the  bridge,  the  British  reposted  themselves 
there  with  six  pieces  of  artillery.  On  the  19ih 
Col.  M’Arthur  was  detached  with  major  Trim- 
ble’s battalion  as  a scouting  party.  They  im- 
mediately marched  for  the  bridge,  and  spent 
most  of  the  day  skirmishing,  in  which  the  Bri- 
tish lost  a number  in  killed  and  wounded.  Col. 
M’Arthur  had  only  two  men  slightly  wounded. 
In  the  evening  they  were  reir.forcedby  Col.  Cass 
with  one  battalion  from  ins  regiment  and  a field 
piece.  The  next  morning  the.  drew  the  whole 
up  in  order  of  battle  in  f.o  itof  the  bridge,  and 
tired  a few  rounds,  when  the  enemy  commenced 
u heavy  cannonading  on  tltem.  The  detach- 
ment then  filed  oil  and  returned  to  camp  all 
safe. 

On  the  24th  Major  Denny  was  detached  with 
about  120  men  as  a scouting  party  ; when  arri- 
ved near  the  bridge,  they  were  attacked  by  a 
body  of  Indians  and  compelled  to  retreat.  In 
tl|£  skirmish  major  Dennv  lost  six  men,  killed, 
v.  ounded  and  missing— among  the  killed  was 
Avery  Powers,  of  Frank!  in  ton,  quarter -master 
sergeant — among  the  wounded  was  James  Fos- 
ter, of  this  place.  Tilt  indium*  bad  about  16 
killed. 

We  are  informed  that  capt.  Roupe  from  the 
mouth  of  Scioto,  has  been  broke  for  his  unsol- 
d-ici* like  conduct,  but  was  re-elected  by  his 
company. 

M.*»j.  .Munson,  who  was  accidentally  shot,  is 
f’aftt  recovering.

Reynolds,  who  was  also  shot  with  five  balls,

brought  them  both  back  to  the  settlement  and 
buried  them  with  the  honors  of  war.

THE  AVAR. 

The  military  movements  in  this  section  of 
tile  country  have  become  interesting,  and  be- 
gin to  wear  an  important  appearance. 

We  have  late  intelligence  from  Gen.  Hull 

ar.d  we  are  informed  of  the  surrender  to  the 
British,  of  the  most  important  post  of  Michili- 
mackinac  ; it  was  taken  by  stratagem,  before 
the  commander  had  been  advised  of  the  dec- 
laration of  war — there  were  no  lives  lost.-*-- 
Gen.  H.  thinking  it  probable  an  extensive  com- 
bination of  British  and  Indians  might  he  form- 
ed above  him,  has  determined  to  act  on  the  de- 
fensive till  a reinforcement  from  this  state 
reaches  his  encampment.  It  will  be  observed 
from  Gov.  Scott’s  orders  below,  that  three  Re- 
giments Kentucky  Volunteers  (about  1800  men) 
will  assemble  at  New  Port  on  the  20th  inst.  ; 
in  addition  to  this  force,  300  regulars  will 
move  at  the  same  time  from  this  state  ; the 
whole  to  he  joined  in  Ohio,  by  one  hundred 
regulars,  recruited  in  that  state,  and  500  mili- 
l a,  making  a force  of  2700.  which  will  reach 
Detroit  between  the  10th  and  15th  of  Septem- 
oer.  An  attack  will  not  be  made  on  Malden 
before  Abe  arrival  of  this  rc-infbreement — so 
t!iu-  the  Kentuckians,  though  not  allowed  to 
participate  in  the  honor  of  first  invading  “ ltd 
Afujesty’s"  dominions,  will  at  least  share  in  the 
glory  of  conquering  them. 


Extract  of  a letter  to  a gentleman  in  this 

town,  jrom  his  friend  in  Baltimore,  da- 
ted July  27. 

“ Another  mob  has  arisen  in  Baltimore. 
Hanson  went  down  to  Baltimore  to  issue 
the  Federal  Refiublican  published  ill  Geo. 
Town  : — the  mob  collected  to  prevent  it. 
They  were  ordered  to  disperse  by  Han- 
son, and  would  not — they  then  fired  and 
killed  six,  and  wounded  many  others. 
They  r.ow  dispersed,  and  Hanson  and 
his  party,  many  of  whom  went  from  Fred- 
erick and  Montgomery  to  enforce  its 
circulation  ; delivered  themselves  up  to 
the  civil  authority,  and  at  2 o’clock  at 
night,  the  mob  broke  open  the  jail  and 
killed  the  following  persons  : Alex.  t. 
Hanson,  Wm.  Shroeder,  Jno.  Thompson, 
Gen.  H.  Lee,  Gtho  Sprigg,  Hen- 
ry Kennedy,  Charles  Kiigrave,  Henry 
Nelson  J.  E.  Hall,  Geo:  Winchester, 
Mark  Pringle,  Dan.  Murray,  Rich  C. 
Crabb,  Gen.  James  Litigan,  Dr.  Parry 
Warfield,  G.  Richards,  Ed  : Gwinn,  Da- 
vid Hoffman,  H.  Bigelow,  E.  Gaither, 
Wm.  Gaither  and  Jacob  Soley:”
